fathers fought and bled at Bunker Hill, Lexington, Con- 
cord, and a hundred battle fields that we should not be tax- 
ed without representation. 


In that day our fathers fought for a principle, and it 


was worth while. Shall we preserve the principle, and shall 
we fight for it?
